at our destination we were met by 
friends, and in due time were enjoy 
ing home comforts, divested of the 
never-ending motion of the train.

of obtaining meals at reasonable rates, 
and comfort generally is to be com- 
mended 


The following morning was devoted 


to viewing the city by auto, the as- 
phalt streets said to embrace over 700 
miles affording ample opportunity to 
note the palatial residences and their 
surroundings, in many instances con- 
taining acres of the most gorgeous 
colored flowers, contrasting the most 
elaborately kept lawns, It Was our 
good fortune to see all the flowers in 
digenous to Florida, and many otherr, 
were in evidence, among which were 
bougainvillea, wisteria and roses be 
yond expression. There were trained 
over trellises, made into hedges, sep- 
arating the yards, the residences, in 
many instances being almost entirely 
covered with the different species at 
ivy that are most appropriate for that 
purpose.

Thursday, the day after our arrival, 


was devoted to a trip through the 
country, 
which extends for 


dreds of miles through the different 
valleys, from the San Pedro hills near 
the coast to Santa Anna mountains to 
the eastward, and from the Santa 
Monica and Verdugo mountains to the 
northward of Los Angeles, whose 
population is estimated to be nearly 
half a million. 
Our trip extended 


through the San Fernando valley, i 
succession of towns at short interval* 
along the way, which for miles was 
bordered with hundreds of acres A 
orange groves, also peaches, apricots, 
olives and other fruits for which Call 
fornia is so famous. 


Road making in this section Is a fine 


art, and is conducive to immigration 
In many places the roadway is blasted 
through great hills of rock; in others 
fills are made that are astonishing 
At times we pass along the foothllh, 
with mountains looming above us, the 
hillsides dotted with little homes, all 
appearing to be be perfect in appear- 
ance, so far as culture and care are 
concerned. Imagine 30 miles of ave- 
nue electrically lighted, bordered by 
fruit ranches and villas, also date 
palms on each side, bordered with 
roses blooming In the greatest profu- 
sion the entire distance. This .is re- 
markable, clean 
culture 
showing 


through the rows apparently for a 
mile or more 
It must be borne in 


mind that nature has done much for 
the state of California In soil, climate I 
and 
other 
characteristics 
The some tour feet wide and eight fe«t 


high. In which the bone* still remain- 


trees. In others the stones have been 
collected and huge piles built along 
the line fences five or six feet high 
and as much as 30 feet wide. Thus 
are the river beds reclaimed at great 
expense, the price of land ranging 
from $400 to $600 or more per acre. 
Water seems as scarce as fs possible 
to conceive of, but the land is irri- 
gated by surface methods, ditching 
and pipes four to eight inches in dia-

Very little fertilizer is required. Al- 
falfa seems to be the prevailing crop 
for hay, but barley and oats are also 
cut for, that purpose 
Fields of corn 


have been observed, the latter still 
being planted and ranging to two feet 
or more 'in height. 


Next week we expect to take in

Yesterday a 50 mile run to Rodondo 


beach, possibly 20 miles distant, pro 
vided our first good view of the Pa- 
cific ocean 
The 
wind 
was high, 


though quite steady, and apparently 
blowing at the rate of 40 to 60 miles 
per hour, and the sand and spray 
which struck us at an unexpected turn 
was sharp and biting to the skin The 
bluff, about 20 feet high, was occu- 
pied by buildings of all sorts for pur- 
poses of entertainment. Upon reach- 
ing the beach proper a heavy surf 
was rolling in, the beach being pro- 
tected by huge rocks below the plat- 
form and extending along the shore 
A huge wave bade

welcome, 


breaking itself upon the rocks and 
deluging the bystanders, myself in- 
cluded—apparently anything but pa 
clflc 
Further invetlgation 
showed 


that large buildings erected over the 
water, possibly 20 feet high, had been 
washed down, doing material damage 
This blow is said to be something 
unusual in this section 


A few days previous a run was 


made to the beach at Venice, with 
no stop, as time Would not permit. 
This beach is greatly patronized, and 
Is quite a city of Itself 
Here the 


beach is restricted by a wall in most 
places, piers and structures extend- 
ing therefrom 


Nearly every day since our arrival 


a trip 
of from SO to 150 miles has 


been taken. 
Among those most re- 


markable within the confines of the 
city has been the asphaltum pits of 
Ranch La Brie, where excavations 
embracing nearly or quite ten aci 
have been made under the di 
ot the Los Angeles Historical socle: 
Vast quantities of extinct prehistoric 
animals have been found, many of 
these being mounted and placed on 
exhibition at the Museum of Na- 
tural History. The bones embrace 
nearly everything from the various 
Interior mammals to man—the sabre- 
toothed tiger, the three-toed 
horse, 


apd eagles, wolves, etc. The creden- 
tials with which I was so generously 
provided procured our party admis- 
sion to the pits, from which it is 
stated the public is excluded, as 
noted by numerous signboards. Here 
the process of excavation has been 
going on for several years, the pita 
ahowing bones innumerable. In one 


th«reu*tt* 
on* natuM. *• w*H a* Wrd» ot Ilk« 
nature, it might be preaumed that ad 
vantage wa* taken ot their helpless 
condition, and each in tarn con 
tributed to the store of animal re- 
mains—hermetically sealed up for al! 
time. These remains are carefully ex- 
cavated by hand, each particle having 
the asphalt as clean as possible, then 
boiled In kerosene and laid away to 
drain, and afterwards set up or ex- 
njblted hi the museum. 


Los Angeles county is celebrated 


for her good roads, the stone and as- 
phalt being local. In the vicinity of 
the asphalt nearly all removed, then 
eraf thousand oil wells, arranged in 
long rows, and from which are 
pumped oil for commercial purposes 
The only thing nature fails to supply 
is water, and that is piped for city 
use and irrigation nearly or quite 200 
miles.

This Is covered with water 
when hard, and evidently wa*

tive area, they were doomed, (lowly 
•Inking to an untimely end, only after 
many centuries to be dug out and 
become the wonder of future genera- 
tion*. From the great diversity ot 


gratitude I sat me down and penned 
this effusion descriptive in part of 
an adopted Florida "cracker's" obser- 
vations and experiences in a land of 
flowers second to no other. Thus far, 
a saving clause exists for Florida in 
the possession of her citrus fruits 
and her salubrious climate. The cli- 
mate here is beautiful, so far as ex- 
perienced, though the temperature is 
somewhat cooler than in our sec 
tion of Florida. So far as I have ob- 
served the mercury ranges here in 
the morning and evening from about 
56 to 60 degrees - An evening out 
requires an overcoat, or correspond- 
ing wraps for ladies, and the noon- 
day sun is not oppressive, owing pos 
slbly to the dryer atmosphere, which 
is more prevalent than In Florida

BEAUTY, ITS PEOPLE, AND ITS RAPID DEVELOPMENT 


Thousands of miles away , from 


home, in a strange country, where 
conditions appear to be opposite to 
what we have been accustomed, In al- 
most every condition; in climate, soil, 
methods of cultivation, the diversity 
of fruits, the manner of living, not 
omitting the types of humanity, that 
are daily met; each day brings forth 
new objects of interest, which if speci- 
fically stated would to many appear 
incredulous or exaggerated. 


Pour days and nights of continuous 


travel, leaving Jacksonville, the gate- 
way of Florida, at 8:00 p. m:, the 
temporary destination being.the beau- 
tiful city of Los Angeles, arriving 
about 10:00 p. m. the following Tues- 
day, leaving the previous Friday, for- 
tune having favored the securing of 


nature, was a veritable 
bower of 


fruits and flowers, embracing 
the 


most rare and beautiful to be con- 
ceived of. Veritably this is a land 
of wonder, and like the visit of the 
Queen of Sheba to King Solomon, "the 
half has not yet been told." 


Frequently since our presence in 


Los Angeles our daily journeys by 
motor car have ranged from 50 to 
150 miles; 
through all sections of 


country, from apparently the 
most 


barren to the most prolific in agri- 
cultural productions. Frequently we 
passed large rivers, almost if not en- 
trely barren of water; 
sometimes 


the stones, gravel and sand a quarter 
of a mile or more in width, the ave- 
nues being arched by concrete or 
built upon spiles, six or eight feet

We ™<*eethat aPear to have 


stones than soil but still set out in 
trees. In others the stones have been 
collected .and huge piles built along 
the line fences five or six feet high 
and as much as 30 feet wide. Thus 
are the river beds reclaimed at great 
expense, the price of land ranging 
from $400 to $600 or more per acre. 
Water seems as scarce as fs possible 
to conceive of, but the land is irri- 
gated by surface methods, ditching 
and pipes four to eight inches in dia- 
meter, distributed over 
the fields. 


The soil appears to hold moisture and 
does not seem to leach as under cor- 
responding 
conditions 
in Florida. 


Very little fertilizer is required. Al- 
falfa seems to be the prevailing crop 
for hay, but barley and oats are also 
cut for. that purpose. Fields of corn 
have been observed, the latter still 
being planted and ranging to two feet 
or more 'in height. 


Next week we expect to take in 


the exposition at San Diego for a 
short time. 


Yesterday a 50-mile run to Rodondo 


beach, possibly 20 miles distant, pro- 
vided our first good view of-the Pa- 
cific ocean. 
The 
wind 
was high, 


though quite steady, and apparently 
blowing at the rate of 40 to 60 miles 
per hour; and the sand and spray 
which struck us at an unexpected turn 
was sharp and biting to the skin. The 
bluff, about 20 feet high, was occu- 
pied by buildings of all sorts for pur- 
poses of entertainment. Upon reach- 
ing the beach proper a heavy surf 
was rolling in, the beach being pro- 
tected by huge rocks below the plat- 
form and extending along the shore. 
A huge wave bade 
me 
welcome, 


breaking itself upon the rocks and 
deluging the bystanders, myself in- 
cluded—apparently anything but pa- 
cific 
Further invetlgalion 
showed 


that large buildings erected over the 
water, possibly 20 feet high, had been 
washed down, doing material damage. 
This blow is said to be something 
unusual in this section. 


A few days previous a run was 


made to the beach at Venice, with 
no stop, as time Would not permit. 
This beach is greatly patronized, and 
is quite a city of itself. 
Here the 


beach is restricted by a wall in most 
places, piers and structures extend- 
ing therefrom. 


Nearly every day since our arrival 


a trip 
of from 30 to 150 miles has 


been taken. 
Among those most re- 


markable within the confines of the 
city has been the asphaltum pits of 
Ranch La Brie, where excavations 
embracing nearly or quite ten acres 
have been made under the dl 
of the Los Angeles Historical soclei 
Vast quantities of extinct prehistoric 
animals have been found, many of 
these being mounted and placed on 
exhibition at the Museum of Na- 
tural History. The bones embrace 
nearly everything from the various 
Interior mammals to man—the sabre- 
toothed tiger, the three-toed 
horse, 


apd eagles, wolves, etc. The creden- 
tials with which I was so generously 
provided procured our party admis- 
sion to the pits, from which it Is 
stated the public Is excluded, as 
noted by numerous signboards. Here 
the process of excavation has been 
going on for several years, the pits 
showing bones innumerable. In one 
place a recess had been excavated, 


and 
other 
characteristics. 
The some four feet wide and eight feet 


high, in which the bones still remain- 
ing as uncovered were piled as 
thickly as they could be packed. They 
embraced the remains of a great num- 
ber of animals now extinct. In part 
of this area there Is a small depres- 
sion or lake (not unlike a Florida 
sink-hole) rather more oblong than 
circular and about ten feet below the 
surface of the surroundings; 
from 


the sides oose out a thin strata of 
asphalt which, If 
removed, 
soon 


hardens. This Is covered with water 
when hard, and evidently was the 
watering place ot animals In prehis- 
toric ages; once entering the decep- 
tive area, they were doomed, slowly 
sinking to an untimely end, only after 
many centuries to be dug out and 
become the wonder of future genera- 
tions. From the great diversity of 


soon adapted ourselves to conditions | 
that 'were both instructive and en- 
tertaining. Our route, via Kansas 
City through the great American des- 
ert opened up a range of country from 
the flat woods or Florida, the bound- 
less prairies of the great west, the 
mining districts of the mountains, pro- 
viding an ever-changing view of the 
unlimited resources 
of the great 


United States of America. Arriving 
at our destination we were met by 
friends, and hi due time were enjoy- 
ing home comforts, divested of the 
never-ending motion of the train. 


Our route, via the Santa Fe, for 


smoothness of tracks, the opportunity 
of obtaining meals at reasonable rates, 
and comfort generally is to be com- 
mended. 


The following morning was devoted 


to viewing the city by auto, the as- 
phalt streets said to embrace over 700 
miles affording ample opportunity to 
note the palatial residences and their 
surroundings, in many instances con- 
taining acres of the most gorgeous 
colored flowers, contrasting the most 
elaborately kept lawns, it 
Was our 


good fortune to see all the flowers in- 
digenous to Florida, and many otherr, 
were in evidence, among which were 
bougainvillea, wisteria and roses be- 
yond expression. There were trained 
over trellises, made Into hedges, sep- 
arating the yards, the residences, in 
many instances being almost entirely 
covered with the different species ot 
ivy that are most appropriate for that 
purpose. 
Great avenues of date 


palms from 10 to 30 feet high border 
the streets and In the suburbs the 
streets are lined with the eucalyptus, 
towering from 40 to 80 feet skyward. 
The impression Is that the winds are 
much more moderate than in our sec- 
tion of Florida, as the trees are more 
symmetrical. 


Thursday, the day after our arrival, 


was devoted to a trip through the 
country, 
which extends for 
hun- 


dreds of miles through the different 
valleys, from the San Pedro hills near 
the coast to Santa Anna mountains to 
the eastward, and from the Santa 
Monica and Verdugo mountains to the 
northward of Los Angeles, whoso 
population is estimated to be nearly 
half a million. 
Our trip extended 


through the San Fernando valley, a 
succession of towns at short Interval? 
along the way, which for miles was 
bordered with hundreds of acres A 
orange groves, also peaches, apricots, 
olives and other fruits for which Cali- 
fornia is so famous. 


Road making in this section is a fine 


art, and is conducive to immigration. 
In many places the roadway is blasted 
through great hills of rock; In others 
fills are made that are" astonishing. 
At times we pass along the foothllh, 
with mountains looming above us, the 
hillsides dotted with little homes, all 
appearing to be be perfect in appear- 
ance, so far as culture and care are 
concerned. Imagine 30 miles of ave- 
nue electrically lighted, bordered by 
fruit ranches and villas, also date 
palms on each side, bordered with 
roses blooming in the greatest profu- 
sion the entire distance. This .is re- 
markable, clean 
culture 
showing 


through the rows apparently for a 
mile or more. It must be borne In 
mind that nature has done much for 
the state of California in soil, climate 


ranges of mountains evidently of gla- 
cial action have, during the process of 
ages, furnished the soil, composed of 
decomposed granite, which in 
com- 


bination with alkali furnishes the 
most productive of soils for all ag- 
ricultural purposes, as may be seen 
In products at the agricultural exposi- 
tion In this city. 
These mountain 


ranges, several of which are snow- 
capped, as well as those of less alti- 
tude, among which the foothills are 
located, are separated by valleys 
greater or less, which In local par- 
lance are termed "arroya*,'1 and In 
these depressions an located many 
little homes, huge hills, and In some 
instance*, mountains, looming in the 
background but a tow hundred yards 
in the rear. One of these, less than 
two years, reclaimed (ram a state of 


the rekwhM efeateehi at a 
out natuM. as wen as birds & like 
nature, it might be presumed that ad- 
vantage was taken of their helpless 
condition, and each In tarn con- 
tributed to the stpre of animal re-' 
mains—hermetically sealed up for all 
time. These remains are carefully ex- 
cavated by hand, each particle having 
the asphalt as clean as passible, then 
boiled in kerosene and laid away to 
drain, and afterwards set up or ex- 
habited hi the museum. 


Los Angeles county is celebrated 


for her good roads, the stone and as- 
phalt being local. In the vicinity of 
the asphalt nearly all removed, then 
eral thousand oil wells, arranged in 
long rows, and from which are 
pumped oil for commercial purposes. 
The only thing nature fails to supply 
is water, and that is piped for city 
use and irrigation nearly or quite 200 
miles. 


Florida is represented in Los An- 


geles by quite a few people, the Vo- 
lusia county contingent embracing 
Jay Wilkinson and C. H. Knapp, from 
Daytona. Wilkinson is coining wealth 
in the real estate business and Knapp 
was or is interested in the palatial 
Van Nuys hotel. F. H. Mann, former 
editor and owner of the Halifax Jour- 
nal, is located at Lompoc, Cal. The 
Daytons are at Redlands, and there 
are others. 
I am Indebted to Jay 


Wilkinson for 
two copies 
of 
the 


News, both 
of which were 
so 


highly appreciated that in sheer 
gratitude I sat me down and penned 
this effusion descriptive in part of 
an adopted Florida "cracker's" obser- 
vations and experiences in a land of 
flowers second to no other. Thus far, 
a saving clause exists for Florida in 
the possession of her citrus fruits 
and her salubrious climate. The cli- 
mate here is beautiful, so far as ex- 
perienced, though the temperature Is 
somewhat cooler than in our sec 
tion of Florida. So far as I have ob- 
served the mercury ranges here in 
the morning and evening from about 
56 to 60 degrees.- An evening out 
requires an overcoat, or correspond- 
ing wraps for ladies, and the noon- 
day sun is not oppressive, owing pos- 
sibly to the dryer atmosphere, which 
is more prevalent than in Florida 


I omitted to mention that Foster 


C. Austin, formerly 
of 
Coronado 


Beach, is located here, doing a pros- 
perous law business. 


Will Sharpe, formerly of the art 


department of Stetson university, is 
here also with his two brothers, Al- 
fred and Herbert. F. Sharp, their 
father, who formerly operated 
the 


Coronado Beach hotel, died some five 
years ago. Mrs. Sharp Is still living. 
The original Coronado Beach is still 
in evidence and sustains its individu- 
ality, notwithstanding its namesake 
'neath the sunny skies and 
balmy 


breezes of Florida. 


Quite an interest has been created 


among the archaeloglsts of the Pa 
cine coast whom I have met in rela- 
tion to the historic fort and old mis- 
sion at New Smyrna. I visited a few 
of the old missions, comparing the 
collections of ecclesiastical appliances 
with those at New Smyrna, and ex- 
pect *o stop at Santa Barbara, having 
received introductory letters 
front 


the bishop of Los Angeles and others 
to the fathers in charge of the sev- 
eral missions. 


Thus far, I have had no opportunity 


to investigate the fishing Industry on 
the Pacific coast, as Los Angeles is 
about 18 or 20 miles distant from the 
sea, and heretofore 
I 
have been 


obliged to content myself by narra- 
ting the marvelous fish stories (which 
Florida alone can furnish), even at 
the expense ot a hard-earned reputa- 
tion and the stigma that accompanies 
the narratives of a disciple of a dis- 
ciple ct Ananias sojourning tempor- 
arily in a strange land. The question 
arises here: how will I be able to 
truthfully narrate the wonders, th« 
beauties, describe the agricultural 
products in evidence and still hold 
my reputation for the veracity I claim 
and permanently remain *a resident of 
Florida?
